the other Side: She was carried down below her common landing Place, the 
Water being Fop-flood, hereby the People, put into a Fright, cufh’d forward to 
the Hora of the Boat, fo it dipp’d down, and the Water tame in and {weept.out 
the whole Company into the River. It was an extraordipary high Wind the 
whole Day, and at that time blew exceeding fiercely, the Rope by which the 
Men (that were to wait her landing ) were pulling the Boat, the Oar-pinns 
aod Kent, all broke much at the fame time, fothat, underthe Condu& of holy 
Providence, every thing contributed its Affiftance to compleat the Difafter. “There 
were in the Boat, as I am credibly informed, 35 Perfons, whereof 18 perifhed 
and 17. of them were preferved, and fome of them in a moft wondettu! anner, 
particulary a Boy of 16 Years of Age, named William Williamfon, wholé Father 
is a Tradefman in this Place.
